Some years back I bought a generator and installed the necessary transfer 
switch and sub-panel and connector on the side of the house. My xyl 
grumbles when I bring it out periodically and start it up. However, each 
time there has been a power failure there is a distinct lack of said 
grumbling. The most recent use was when the power transformer failed and 
blew the breaker/fuse on the pole. The storm before that had the power out 
for 48 hours. 


The sub-panel has the most needed circuits - water pump, furnace, freezer, 
fridge, propane water heater, propane stove, various lights, satellite tv, 
etc. The propane devices here require 120vac before they will start. 


The generator is a small diesel which will run with furnace oil. I hate 
buying diesel at the gas station and paying all the highway tax. 


I've noticed in the last couple of years that I hear a lot more generators 
in the rural neighborhood in which I live when I shut mine down for refueling.

Dave, 
I think the shield affects the Vp, thus the 0.66 you measure is similar to 
coax, another shielded line. 


There is the possibility that this old line has had migration of the 
plastics materials and hydroscopic action has introduced water molecules to 
the make up of the insulation, raising losses. As you state, it is likely 
that the line has also had water wick up the stranded or solid conductors 
between them and the plastic as the plastic ages and shrinks away from the 
wire. You could try baking it in a very low oven, (120 degree F), or put it 
in the back window of a car for some hot days, if Spring is warm there. 


We did that with some water damaged hard line, and it dried out and reduced 
losses. 


Over time, it is possible that various contaminants from atmosphere has 
penetrated the plastic and added conductive character to it at the higher 
frequencies. Small particles of carbon if the twin lead was used up by a 
chimney mounted TV antenna for example. 


You dry it well and test again, and see if it is only water problems.

Stuart K5KVH (Many plastics have hydroscopic binders, such as magnetic 
tapes, and water can actually modify the bonds of the plastic molecules. 
Baking can reverse this for 30 days, but the plastic may have lost its 
volatile components and will just take up water vapor from the air over 
time.) We bake old science tapes for 24 hours at no more than 125 degrees 
F, and then let them cool down for 48 hours to stabilize. 


Oh, you asked about the shield. In the old days, it was tied to the earth 
rod, and not to either side of the balanced TV feed. Sometimes the balun in 
the TV had a center tap to earth, so indirectly the shield was tied to the 
line, but its main purpose was to afford a kind of Faraday cage and restrict 
pickup of vertically polarized AC and other electrical noises of the urban 
environment up to the antenna. 


But, as you note, it does affect the feeder. Hopefully, the symmetry of 
the shield affects each balanced line conductor the same, thus balance is 
maintained. Certainly there is 

Capacitance loss depending on the length of line and operating frequency.

I went with a 3.5kW unit. It will not power the whole 
house, so there's no illusion about carrying on as usual, 
but it is enough to keep the heat and hot water going, as 
well as the fridge and freezer, the microwave and some 
domestic lights. Disadvantages include having to be 
somewhat intelligent about what the start-up load on the 
devices with electric motors. However, it is thriftier with 
gas (a big consideration if the gas pumps are all dead due 
to the power loss) and it is moveable by a single 
ableb-bodied adult male, even into the rear of a vehicle if 
necessary. Can't do that with a 5kW generator (at least, I 
can't). 


I wired in a GenTran cutout. It's manual, but it's also 
code and it's safe. Gasoline storage is an issue for 
generators, unless you go propane (and have big tanks). You 
should also think about oil and other maintenance 


items...would rather have a spare plug or fuel filter or 
circuit breaker and not need it than the other way around. 


YMMV of course.

Ergonomically it is a really cool little, mechanically rock solid, radio. 
On SSB it is absolutely great. The ADSP reduces noise and takes out 
carriers. And that is about as far as it goes. If you like a solid radio, 
that sounds like a 100 watt radio on SSB, it's a winner. The ADSP is a 
great addition to the 2020. 


However if you want to use it on CW , that's another story. The front end 
is wide and even though you cut down the bandwidth with the variable audio 
filter, the radio gets hammered by close signals within a kHz or two. You 
can reduce the RF gain and bring up the AF gain to overcome some of this, 
but it (in my humble opinion) is not an option for a serious CW operator - 
or any CW operator. 


It is a great SSB radio, but not a CW radio. But collect other comments 
and if you get a chance to use one on good antennas on a busy weekend - 
that's the best test of all!

Jim, 


I have the SG 2020 and used it for several years and when I recieved a OO 
report I checked with SGC and they did find a condition that could cause the 
radio to generate the problem referred to. At this point in time I 
discussed how to deal with it and since the warrenty had expired I decided 
to go with the ASDP upgrade. So how do I rate the rig: 


Taken it on both business and pleasure trips and found it easy to set up, 
can be ran from power supply or battery and sets up quickly. I have worked 
some Field Days from battery and had a ball using a solar cell to keep 
battery topped off. 


Contacts I have found that a lot of folks on 75 SSB are frankly suprised to 
find how little power I am running and they hear me decently. There are two 
inputs, straight key or an input for paddles and you can use the radio's 


keyer. 


Very easy to use while mobile, frequency is very easy to read while driving. 

Takes a little practice, but the two button functions can be done with a 
Single hand. If you happen to make a mistake and plug straight into keyer 
plug the readout will freeze. It will stay that way until you plug key into 
correct plug. 


Pass Band tunning is handy for seperation of signals in both SSB and CW 
mode. In CW mode I can cut the sig width down to 100 Hz there is a little 
volume lost but not to bad. Generally I will run around 200/ 300 unless 
there is a lot of noise. 


I have made contacts in car in SSB and CW mode and found the rig very easy 
to use and with the SGC 239 tuner I don't change antennas [hamsticks] to 
often. In the AM I am using 75 M hamstick and it lets me do 80/75/40. In 
the afternoon I use the 20 M hamstick and it lets me do the 40/30/20/17 
meter bands. 


Since I had the ADSP option I will admit I am a little disapointed. Not in 
the rig, but the type of noise I have. The ADSP function does not eliminate 
noises that are varying in tone. It will lock on to a signal and very 
quickly subtract it. But it takes time [1/2] second or so. But if the 
Signal frequency is varying it will not remove it because it cannot lock on. 


If a CW signal is really faint it may sometimes disapear in the noise floor 
when the ADSP is activated. Other than those little items I am actually 
very satisfied with the rig. In those cases I will shut the ADSP off and 
try and work them. But the real question is would I do it over again. To 
be objective about it, I probably would. What few short comings are 
outweighed by the pluses. 


While there are some things it does not do as well as the K2 for example or 
the FT 817. That is no matter, I get a rig ready to go [out of box] that 
does 160 to 10 meters, has USB, LSB, and CW right out of the box. 


It does not have UHF or VHF but that is not an issue with me and I do not 
miss or expect it. If I need a little more power I can crank it up to 25 / 
30 watts if needed. 


Finally the last question, you might ask. Would I buy it again. Absolutely 
without question. Would I get the ADSP option again, possibly not. I have 


it off more than on, but every now and then it is handy.

Following up on a tip recevied via the list, I went to e-bay and quickly 
picked up two of these VW panels. They arrived yesterday. I've been 
meaning to go solar for a long time, and I was kind of intrigued by the 
possibility of doing so with these cast away panels. 


They seem to be put together very well. 
I'm new to solar power and have some questions: 


Initial tests with both panels laying on the workbench with one 60 watt bulb 
shining on them reveals a significant difference in the voltage they 
produce: one yields 10 volts, the other 13 volts. Is this kind of 
variation normal in solar panels? Or is one of them seriously defective? If 
it is broken, is there anything that can be done to fix it? 


These things are obviously designed to be stuck on the inside of your car 
window. That could be very useful for our applications, but I'm wondering 
abouh how much weather proofing will be required in order to be able to 
leave these panels out in the elements. 


What will the moto for those using these panels be? "Their ugly, but they 
get you there?" "Bug juice?"

I picked up a few different odd ends of surface mount tapes this past 
weekend at the swapmeet that seem to be fortuitous little finds. The bags 
were not marked except for things like "FETs" and "SOT-23" (this one wasn't 
even correct as the package was actually SOT-143) but I thought "what the 
heck". 


Apparently, what I got were 2N7002 MOSFETs, HSMS-2825 dual schottky diodes 
and PZT222A (a bodacious 2N2222A in a surface mount package). Also, there 
were aoms 100 ohm, 500 ohm and 5K surface mount Bourns cermet trimmers 
(1-turn, 11 turn and 5 turn, in that order). 


All this stuff looks like it might have some RF application. Since I've been 
tinkering with the ferrite cores and because the EMRFD sez that a simple 
impedance bridge can be built, possibly using a cermet trimmer, what do you 
guys know about running RF through these little Bourns trimmers? (am 
thinking of the 100 ohm one, particularly) 


Oh, yeah, that lot also included a bunch of 2N4351 MOSFETs that don't strike 
me as particularly impressive in specs. Ideas for apps, anyone? 


One of the other interesting finds were some nice aluminum cased picoammeter 
units (screwed panels top and bottom, not many holes, gold plated RF 
fittings in and out). Heck, at $0.50 each, I bought several for the cases 
alone. Innards contain two OPA128LM, OP177GP, OP270GP and some Siliconix (?) 
transistors which read only "F9512AH" plus some other high quality junk, no 
doubt. Box sez "KLA Instruments Corp." and board sez "Metalogix, Inc.". 


Sometimes it is worth worrying about deciphering things AFTER you buy them.

This is a standard part of the qualification for such a unit. 
Obviously, any satellite application will run into both 
speed and altitude limits within seconds of launch. 


The options are generally either to buy/beg/borrow/steal 
an aerospace-grade receiver without such limits (they 
exist), or to roll your own. 


There are already APRS repeater satellites in orbit. It 
can be very interesting to leave an APRS system running 
while they go over.
